1. ARA WAS RELATIVELY STRONGLY BEHIND US EXCEPT FOR THE 
LARGEST STATES. THE REGIONAL VOTES ON (A) PRIORITY, 

(B) FRIENDLY RESOLUTION, AND (C) HOSTILE RESOLUTION WERE: 

2-19(US)-4; 17-(US) 2-6;2-15 (US)-8. 

2. CUBA, OF COURSE, AND GUYANA WERE COMPLETELY IN OPPOSITION. 
EMBASSY GEORGETOWN HAS INDICATED THAT THE GOG MADE A LATE 
DECISION AND THAT ANTI-US. "HAWKS" WON IN CABINET DEBATE. 
APPARENTLY GOG BELIEVES GOOD RELATIONS WITH US. ARE LESS 
IMPORTANT THAN IDEOLOGY AND THIRD WORLDHCREDENTIALS. 

JAMAICA, PERU AND TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO CONSISTENTLY ABSTAINED. 

ON SUBSTANCE, OTHERS JOINED THE ABSTAIN COLUMN, 

NOTABLY BRAZIL, MEXICO, ARGENTINA AND VENEZUELA. PANAMA 

WAS A SPECIAL CASE. AFTER THE GOP INDICATED SUPPORT THROUGHOUT, 

CONFIDENTIAL 
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THE PANAMANIAN PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE APPARENTLY CONVINCED 
HIS GOVERNMENT THAT MORE IS TO BE GAINED FROM THE US. 
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BY USE OF THE STICK THAN BY COOPERATION THUS, 

PANAMA WAS ABSENT FOR ALL VOTES. ECUADOR ABSTAINED 
ON THE SUBSTANTIVE VOTES AND, IN REPLY TO A 
MESSAGE FROM THE SECRETARY, INDICATED THAT ABSTENTION WAS 
A CONCESSION. EL SALVADOR RESPONDED POSITIVELY TO 

SECRETARY KISSINGER'S MESSAGE AND VOTED WITH US ALL THE WAY, DESPITE 
THE RISK OF LISING VOTES FOR AQUINO S FAO CANDIDACY. THE 
BAHAMAS ALSO RESPONDED FAVORABLY TO A MESSAGE FROM THE SEC- 
RETARY AS WELL AS OTHER REPRESENTATIVES IN THE CAPITAL AND 
IN NEW YORK. COSTA RICA WAS A PARTICULARLY EFFECTIVE COSPONSOR. 

3. USUN RECOMMENDATIONS: 

HAVING SAID THAT PERFORMANCE ON THE KOREAN QUESTION WOULD 
AFFECT BILATERAL RELATIONS WE SHOULD MAKE OUR STRONG DIS- 
PLEASURE KNOWN TO PANAMA AND GUYANA. OUR UNHAPPINESS SHOULD BE 
CONVEYED TO ECUADOR AND OUR DISAPPOINTMENT TO ARGENTINA AND 
MEXICO. EL SALVADOR, WHO STUCK WITH US WHEN OTHERS WERE FALLING 
AWAY AND WHO DID SO AT COST TO HER OWN INTERESTS, MERITS A 
SPECIAL MARK OF APPRECIATION. 

4. REQUEST DEPARTMENT PASS TO ALL ARA DIPLOMATIC POSTS.
